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FOREWORD 


This is the “seventh” annual Geomatics Canada Contracting-Out Bulletin to be 
published and the first for the new Earth Sciences Sector, which is composed of 
Geomatics Canada, the Geological Survey of Canada and the Polar Continental 
Shelf Project. Next year, this Bulletin will also include contracting-out information 
for all of the Earth Sciences Sector. 


The figures in this Bulletin are estimates of budget allocations and projects 
anticipated for the 1996-97 fiscal year. The definition of “geomatics contracts” 
adopted last year is described in the Appendix. Our contracting-out plans clearly 
demonstrate our commitment to increasing the competitiveness of the Canadian 
geomatics industry. Contracting-out ensures that the industry has a solid domestic 
base and that technology and expertise is transferred from government. It is worth 
noting that, as a result of Program Review, the budget of Geomatics Canada will go 
from about $93 million in 1994-95 to around $73 million in 1997-98 — a reduction 
of 21%. However, contracting-out expenditures will go from an actual amount of 
$25 million to a planned $32 million over the same time frame — a 28% increase. 


This annual Bulletin is published in a spirit of information-sharing. As well, the 
intent is to encourage continued cooperation with our private sector partners and 
our clients. My staff and I look forward to further improving the services to our 
clients and to closer cooperation and coordination with the Canadian geomatics 
community.

Geomatics Canada (Earth Sciences Sector) is responsible for national geodetic 
surveys, cadastral surveys on Canada Lands, the maintenance of the International 
Boundary, the preparation and distribution of topographic and geographic maps, 
aeronautical charts and related digital files, and the acquisition and use of remote 
sensing data. The organization is committed to providing the essential government 
services of national geographic data bases, national standards, research and 
development in partnership with industry and to improving the competitiveness of 
the Canadian geomatics industry. Geomatics Canada has four responsibility centres 
that practise the disciplines associated with geomatics. They are: 


e Geodetic Survey 

e Legal Surveys and the International Boundary Commission 
e Centre for Topographic Information 

e Canada Centre for Remote Sensing 


For the purposes of this Bulletin, the work of these responsibility centres has been 
grouped under three main activities: surveying, mapping, and remote sensing. 


Surveying is undertaken by two responsibility centres: the Geodetic Survey Division 
(GSD) and the Legal Surveys Division (LSD), which includes the International 
Boundary Commission. The Geodetic Survey establishes and maintains the 
Canadian Spatial Reference System, including the national geodetic and gravimetric 
networks and the Canadian Active Control System (ACS), and maintains a national 
data base of geodetic information. Legal Surveys manages and regulates cadastral 
surveys on Canada Lands, comprising Indian reserves, national parks and historic 
sites as well as Crown Canada Lands in the Northwest Territories, Yukon and 
offshore areas of Canada. The International Boundary Commission maintains and 
regulates the position of the boundary between Canada and the United States. 


The Centre for Topographic Information (CTT) is responsible for the Sector’s 
mapping information programs, including the provision of topographic, toponymic 
(geographical names) and aeronautical information and services required to support 
the sustainable development and management of natural resources, to demarcate 
Canadian territory and to ensure the safety and efficiency of aviation in Canada. 
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Remote Sensing 


The Canada Centre for Remote Sensing (CCRS) is responsible for the planning, 
development and implementation of a national program for the acquisition of 
remotely sensed data of the country's inland and offshore areas for use by 
environmental and natural resource managers in the public and private sectors. 
Resource management and environmental issues are two of the Centre's main areas 
of research, as well as the monitoring and development of technology. Included in 
this Bulletin under Remote Sensing are the activities of the former Geographic 
Information Systems Division, with responsibility for the development and 
application of Geographic Information System (GIS) technology, the promotion of 
Geomatics Canada’s digital data, products and services, and the promotion of 
Canadian industry. This section of the Bulletin also describes the contracting-out 
activities of the former National Atlas Information Service with responsibility for 
geographic maps and The National Atlas of Canada. 
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Contracting- 
Out Plan: 
An Overview 


A contracting-out plan for the former Surveys and Mapping Branch was approved by 
Treasury Board in 1977, amended in 1983, temporarily suspended in 1984 and 
reinstated in 1988 for the new Surveys, Mapping and Remote Sensing Sector 
(SMRSS), now Geomatics Canada. The plan calls for a reduction of person-years 
and the conversion of that salary funding to contracting-out funds. The total value 
of the contracting-out program over a six-year period beginning in 1991-92 was 
estimated at $159,627,000!. This amount included $75,543,000 in contracting-out 
funds for the plan negotiated with Treasury Board in lieu of person-years. 


While budget reductions have been imposed by Treasury Board, the losses to the 
contracting-out plans have so far been successfully compensated by additional funds 
and revenues generated by Geomatics Canada. For instance, while the contracting- 
out plan negotiated with Treasury Board called for some $12M to be assigned to 
contracts to the geomatics industry, Geomatics Canada is planning to contract out 
more than twice this amount in 1996-97. However, with the additional burden of 
meeting the recently announced Program Review requirements over the next three 
years (appropriations going down from $93M in 1994-95 to $63M in 1997-98), 
Geomatics Canada will be hard-pressed to continue to meet the contracting-out terms 
unless funds from sources other than its parliamentary appropriations are found. 
Despite this, contracting-out, as a major method of program delivery, remains a 
Geomatics Canada strategic objective.

Contractor Contracts let by the Geodetic Survey for field surveys or for research and 
Selection: development (R&D) are of two types: request for proposal (RFP) and sole 
General source. Most contracts are of the RFP type, although a number of R&D 
Procedures contracts have been sole-sourced because of an identified, unique expertise. 


An accreditation scheme is in place and includes periodic visits by an 
accreditation team to firms on the Public Works and Government Services 
Canada (PWGSC) vendor list for vertical control surveys. The purpose of these 
visits is to verify the technical competency of the firms to perform the geodetic 
services offered. A total of 51 firms are accredited including all companies that 
have participated in these contracts in recent years. 


A questionnaire was sent in 1994 to all firms on the Public Works and 
Government Services Canada vendor list for geodetic services, to confirm their 
interest in remaining on the vendor list. The vendor list was subsequently 
updated in 1995. 
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Except for comprehensive land claims surveys let through the PWGSC Open 
Bidding System, most of the survey contracts let by Legal Surveys Division are 
awarded on a rotational basis. A list of land surveyors is maintained in each 
region and a new contract is awarded to the next surveyor on the list. These 
contracts average $12,800 in value and do not normally exceed $30,000. Land 
survey firms wishing to be accredited should contact the appropriate LSD

Strate g ic Plan e Geodetic Survey, in collaboration with industry, is now establishing a 


commercially viable real-time component of the Canadian Active Control 
System (CACS) service to satisfy the needs of federal government and 
private sector clients. Regional support will be provided through cooperation 
with provincial survey agencies and industry. 


e Geodetic Survey has completed a series of contracts to bring primary 
geodetic control from inaccessible locations to more useful ones. This 
involved the establishment of GPS positions on selected bench marks, at 
locations accessible by road throughout Canada. At this time, no further 
contract work of this kind is envisaged. 


e Work continues on collaborative development of air-transported gravimetry 
systems for quick and economical delivery of detailed gravity coverage. 
Participants in the fourth year of the airborne gravimetry project include a 
Canadian company (lead agency), the Institute for Aerospace Research of the 
National Research Council (NRC) and universities and oil companies, with 
additional industry support for testing in June of 1996. Development of a 
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helicopter-bome tethered gravimetry system is a separate project with 
industry. Support for these projects became the responsibility of the 
Geodetic Survey with the transfer of the National Gravity Program from the 
Geological Survey of Canada (GSC) in July 1995. Geodetic Survey offers 
absolute gravity measurements on a cost-recovery basis for gravity datum 
and scale or geoid modelling to survey agencies contracted by foreign 
countries for gravity surveys. Marine gravity surveys using the La Coste and 
Romberg SL-1 dynamic gravimeter are also offered in support of surveys 
that cannot be undertaken by the private sector, as there is only one SL-1 
instrument in Canada. 


New Electronic Distance Measurement (EDM) calibration baselines and 
Global Positioning System (GPS) basenets continue to be constmucted in the 
provinces at the rate of one or two per year. Some calibration baselines are 
being extended into six to eight station calibration basenets, to support the 
growing use of GPS methods. There are now fourteen such basenets. 


The requirements for high-precision surveys to monitor crustal movements 
and fundamental geodetic reference stations are expected to continue. 


Additional research contracts are anticipated in the development of: geoid 
improvements; transportable Very Long Baseline Interferometry (VLBI) 
capabilities; and the Canadian Geodetic Information System (CGIS), to 
include CACS and gravity data. 


Levelling contracts will continue at about the same level as 1995-96. The 
priority for levelling requirements relates to establishing accurate 
orthometric heights on the high precision network to complement the ACS. 
Minimal extension of the vertical control networks will continue over the 
next few years. A study is currently underway to determine the extent of the 
vertical control network that must be maintained in the future. 


The establishment of a high-precision network to complement ACS 
development and to meet users’ increasing accuracy needs is being developed 
in partnership with provincial agencies. Measurements were completed in 
the Maritimes and in Quebec in 1994-95 and in Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
1995-96. The project continues in Manitoba in 1996-97, with preparation in 
Newfoundland and Ontario also starting in 1996-97. 


The Government of Canada has identified the settlement of native land 
claims as a priority. The Division is currently working on five different 
claims in the Yukon and Northwest Territories. These survey programs will 
generate some $10,000,000 worth of contracts per year to private survey 
firms for the next twenty years. 


Legal Surveys Division (LSD) will continue to contract between 
$2,000,000 and $4,000,000 survey work on an ongoing yearly basis to 
support the needs of other government departments (OGDs).

A number of contracts are let to support in-house activities. These include rentals of 
survey equipment (notably GPS receivers), aircraft leases, etc. The total contracted-out 
expenditure in 1995-96 amounted to $16,000. The 1996-97 forecast is that the value of 
contracts will be approximately $15,000.

As aresult of government downsizing, Legal Surveys Division has reorganized and re- 
engineered many of its activities. The most obvious change is the centralization of nine 
regional offices into three Regional Operational Centres (ROC) located in Yellowknife, 
Edmonton and Ottawa. The Division will maintain client liaison units in Amherst, 
Québec City, Toronto, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton, and Vancouver. Whitehorse will 
remain a full service unit. 


Primary users of the Canada Lands Survey system are the First Nations of Canada. 
Devolution of the management of land and resource responsibilities to First Nations is a 
priority of government. As land claims are resolved, treaty land entitlements are 
completed and Inherent-right of Self-government Agreements are negotiated, a 
fundamental change will occur in the First Nation’s responsibilities for surveys. As 
greater demands, for example, economic development, are put on the First Nations land 
base, the services provided by land surveyors will become increasingly important. 


The work of the International Boundary Commission is to maintain, survey and regulate 
the International Boundary between Canada and the United States. Responsibility for 
the boundary is governed by treaty. 


Contract Program Overview 


Except in unusual circumstances, such as special surveys or training, all of the legal 
surveys required by LSD clients will be contracted to the private sector. These contracts 
will be for mapping, registration plans and conventional cadastral surveys. Funding for 
this years projects will come from the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development and Environment Canada. It is expected that about 250 contracts, 
totalling $3,700,000, will be let to the private sector by the Division in 1996-97. 


Legal Surveys Division, including the International Boundary Commission, will issue 
contracts valued at approximately $500,000. 


Over the last several years the Legal Surveys Division’s workload had increased 
significantly due to the surveys required for implementation of native land claim 
setuements. Funding for these projects comes from special allotments that are not 
included in the regular operating budgets of LSD. In 1996-97, it is expected that special 
allotments, totalling $7,350,000, will be contracted for surveys related to 
implementation of land claim settlements. This current level of activity can be expected 
to continue for the next several years. The bulk of the land claim survey work will be 
contracted to the private sector through Public Works and Government Services. Land 
claim survey programs underway include Nunavut Tungavik Incorporated (NTT, 
Gwich’in, Sahtu and the Council for Yukon First Nations. 
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The chart below shows the estimated value for LSD operations, LSD clients (OGD) and 
native land claim field surveys and mapping contracts planned by Legal Surveys 
Division for 1996-97.

This CTI component provides a variety of photographic services based on 
clients’ requests: photographic imagery and mosaics produced from negatives of 
aerial photographs, contact prints, enlargements and slides. 


Approximately $225,000 in contracts will be issued to the private sector in 
1996-1997. 


Approximately $20,000 in contracts is expected to go to the private sector for 
activities relating to toponymic information in 1996-1997. The funds will be 
used for the restructuring, improvement and loading of the Canadian 
Geographical Names Data Base (CGNDB). The services of computer consultants 
and data entry specialists will be requested 


The Centre for Topographic Information (Sherbrooke) is responsible for the 
acquisition and updating of the information in the National Topographic Data 
Base. 


CTI has made changes to its contracting procedure in order to improve its ability 
to honour commitments to clients and to reduce response time to client requests, 
while at the same time reducing overall production costs. 


The new approach was announced in its final form in 1995, following 
consultation with suppliers. Implementation was preceded by a transition period 
which gave suppliers the opportunity to adapt their production processes to the 
new requirements. 


In 1996-1997, the Centre plans to have the following work done on a 
contract basis: 


e the creation of 800 new files through map digitization, for a value of 
approximately $950,000; 


e the revision of the road system and, as required, the geometric enhancement 
of approximately 300 NTDB files, for an estimated total of $750,000; and 


e the extraction of toponymic data from the CGNDB for 650 NTDB files, for 
a value of approximately $150,000. 


CTI (Sherbrooke) plans again this year to have all of its production work done 
by the private sector. 
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REMOTE SENSING 


The contracts awarded by the Canada Centre for Remote Sensing (CCRS), an 
organization involved in long-term research, are normally of several years 
duration, highly specialized, and may vary from what is listed in this Bulletin, 
depending on developments in current projects. CCRS does not issue 
“production” contracts whose net result is a specific number of products. All 
contracts are placed through PWGSC. The list below does not include contracts 
for purchasing off-the-shelf hardware and software. 


Overview 


CCRS re-organized at the end of last fiscal year as part of its response to 
Program Review. The Airbome Program has been terminated and the Methods 
and Systems Division (MSD) has been dissolved. A new Division has been 
formed incorporating parts of MSD, the Geographic Information Systems and 
National Atlas Information Services Division. The new GeoAccess Division 
will play a leadership role in making digital geomatics data easily accessible 
using network technologies. 


The Canada Centre for Remote Sensing has forecast contracting-out expenditures 
of $8,401,000 for 1996-97. Further, CCRS is forecasting contracting-out 
expenditures of $7,300,000 for 1996-97 under the Long Term Space Plan, and an 
additional $1,200,000 for the continuation of the GlobeSAR program.

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APPENDIX 
Definition of Geomatics Contracts for the Purpose of the 
Contracting-out Bulletin 


For the purpose of this Bulletin, Geomatics contracts have been defined as “service” contracts, which do not include 
funds considered to be capital expenditures. However, it is realized that this definition gives a rather restricted view 
of our contribution to the geomatics industry. Upon examination of a list of contracts tendered by CCRS, it was 
concluded that they were in fact for the development of specialized geomatics hardware. These important contracts 
have so far been excluded from the Contracting-out Bulletin’s tally, because they came from the capital budget 
portion. 


This has prompted Geomatics Canada to review the extent to which similar Sector purchases from the private sector 
have been thus excluded. The result of this investigation indicates that other Geomatics Canada divisions have also 
omitted reporting such contracts in the Bulletin in the past. To give a more complete picture of the forthcoming 
contracts to the geomatics industry, the following definition for geomatics contracts has been adopted: 


Geomatics contracts consist of: 


e — service contracts issued by Geomatics Canada to the private sector for the purchase of geomatics-related services, 
expertise and production capability for all geomatics systems design, application software development, data 
collection, data conversion, and map printing tasks, including maintenance services for specialized equipment; 
and/or, 


¢ capital expenditures on specialized geomatics equipment, where the equipment is not available off the shelf, is 
not general purpose in nature, and requires a significant degree of development and/or the integration of various 


components. 


To maintain comparability with previous years, these figures have been identified separately in this year’s Bulletin.
